Freeman Says Controls 
Still Needed on Farms 


WASHINCTON (AF’ i — Agri­ 
culture 
Secretary Orville 
T. 
Freeman said today farmers 
are “ sitting on a powder keg” of 
potential over - production and 
present federal control pro­ 
grams should be continued in 
the immediate future. 
Freeman, who steps down 
Jan. 20 after eight years as sec­ 
retary, also said the scope of 
the department has expanded so 
much that the name should be 
changed. He suggested it be 
called the Department of Food, 
Agriculture and Rural Develop­ 
ment. 
In his final yearly report to 
the President. FTeeman said 
farmers and rural people have 
reached a new plateau “ from 
which they can begin to share 


more fully” in the nation s eco­ 
nomic growth. 
“ But most of the conditions 
which made the voluntary farm 
programs necessary in the first 
place are still with us,” Free­ 
man reported. “ American farm­ 
ers still have the capacity to 
pnxluce more than the market 
can absorb at a fair price to 
them.” 


Freeman noted that agricul­ 
tural output currently is about 
50 per cent more than it was 25 
years ago and requires le.ss than 
half the labor it did. He said this 
is a “ great economic bulwark” 
for the country “ but it also 
keeps the farmer and rancher 
sitting on a powder keg.” 


He said that “ for the foresee-

JE F F E R S O N CITY (AP) - 
The state board of education 
tixiay reported conditional en­ 
dorsement of the reorganization 
plan announced last Nov. 15 by 
the Missouri School District Re­ 
organization Commission, 
It said if the Legislature 
should adopt the commission’s 
proposal it would go along. If 
the Legislature declined, the 
board said, then it suggested 
granting more power to the 
board so some of the best por­ 
tions of the reorganization plan 
could be carried forward 
In its statement the board 
said: 
“ The state hoard does believe 
that reorgani/^ition of the school 
districts in Missouri is a priori­ 
ty need and that action is re­ 
quired to insure that every child 
has acce.ss to an acceptable 
level of education 
“ Such action should include 
the granting of authority to the 
state board to reorganize the.se 
districts which do not meet es­ 
tablished criteria and which do 
not act liK'ally” 
The commission plan would 


reduce the number of local 
school districts from 786 to 1.32 
and would plare them in 20 big 
regional school districts. 
The 20 districts would levT 
the major school taxes and al­ 
locate the money back to the lo­ 
cal units. That way each unit, 
even in a poverty pix’ket. would 
have the same level of financing 
as a unit in a wealthy area. 
Local units, however, could 
levy up to 10 per cent of the 
regional tax rate for special 
purposes. 
Rep. James L. Spainhower. 
D-Marshall, chairman of the 
commi.ssion. called it an effort 
"to provide equal access to edu­ 
cational opportunity for all Mis­ 
souri children”

Rarely in recent months have 
Viet Cong troops been brought 
to battle in such force in the 
delta. Helicopter-borne infan­ 
trymen of the U.S 9th Division 
fanned out in the area t«xlay. 
trying to track down the sur­ 
vivors. 
A U.S. spokesman said the en-

supplies, 
the 
Armed Serv ices subcommittee 
concluded in a report released 
Sunday , and if the talks fail 
‘‘will hav e prov ided the North 
with a new lease on life and the 
conflict will certainly be pro­ 
longed.” 
It said: ‘‘The massiv e and un­ 
impeded mov ement of supplies 
to the northern borders of South 
Vietnam and the Cambodian 
sanctuary farther south will 
hav e solv ed major logistic prob­ 
lems for Hanoi.” 
If the peace talks collapse, the 
subcommittee said, it sees ‘‘no 
alternativ e to an all -out military 
effort to bring the war to a 
speedy conclusion, hopefully to 
be followed by a resolution of 
political differences 
between 
North and South Vietnam.” 
The repwt was the last in a 
series rev iewing U.S. military 
commitments abroad. 
It cov ered chiefly U.S. pacts 
with Latin America and Austra­ 
lia- New Zealand, but touched 
on the Vietnam supply situation 
as a result of the bombing 
pause. 
The subcommittee found that 
U.S. military commitments are 
“ for the most part, so general in 
nature that an indiv idual in ­ 
terpretation and determination 
must be made as each contin­ 
gency arises. 
It also said: “ The drawdown 
on U.S. military assets around 
the world to supply our Vietnam 
requirements appears to be end - 
ing and the flow of materiel has 
been rev ersed by the present 
surpluses in Southeast Asia.”

WASHIN(iTON (AP) - The 
Nixon defense team will have a 
civilian Air Force boss whose 
background suggests new em­ 
phasis on military space work. 
He is Dr. Robert C. Seamans 
Jr., a former top official of the 
National Aeroruiutics and Space 
Administration and a professor 
at Mas,sachusetts Institute of 
Technologv', who was presented 
Monday along with two other 
men tabbed by Secretary of De­ 
fense-designate Melvin R. Laird 
as civilian secretaries of the 
Army and Navy. 
SUinley R. Resor was a sur­ 
prise 
reappointment 
to 
the 
Army job. Former Rhode Island 
Gov. John H. Chafee, a one-time 
Marine, was picked to replace 
Paul R. Ignatius as secretary of 
the Navy. 
Seamans, who succeeds Har­ 
old Brown, made it clear from 
the outset he thinks space activ­ 
ity should be a major part of the 
Air F'orce. 
“ There are clearly require­ 
ments for a strong space pro­ 
gram,” the graying, 50-ycar-old 
Seamans told newsmen. 
“ My prime objective, ” he 
said, “ will be to develop equip­ 
ment for national defense and 
my emphasis will be on whatev­ 
er kind of equipment will be 
most suitable for the mission at 
hand.” 
He avoided getting into specif­ 
ics but did mention tliat a major 
facet of the Air Force space 
program is the Manned Orbiting 
Laboratory project. 
Originally the MOL program 
was to have launc'hed a team of 
astronauts into orbit for 30 days 
tliis year. But money cuts and 
engineering 
problems 
have 


pushed the schedule for the first 
manned lauiK*h to 1971. 
The Air Force has spent bil- 
lioas of dollars on space-related 
projec'ts in rec*ent years. Al­ 
though the attitude during the 
long tenure of former Secietary-

S. 
Mc­ 
Namara appeared to be that the 
United States should move cau­ 
tiously toward military use of 
outer space. 


Air Force officers expect Sea- 
maas will bring to the Pentagon 
a range of scientific knowleclge 
tliat will equip him to press the 
Air Force case for an accelera­ 
tion of space projects. 
Seamans was deputy adminis­ 
trator of NASA from Dec*ember 
1965 until January 1968 when he 
returned to a professorship at 
MIT, located at Cambridge, 
Mass. 
Some portray Seamaas during 
the NASA assignment as the 
technician, the working man 
who handled details on the 
Gemini and Appollo orbital 
shots wliile James Webb served 
as NASA’s administrator was 
the front man.

Income Tax Choices Baffling 


Editor’s note: It is time to 
think about the income tax 
again. This is Chapter Two 
of a series reviewing the 
regulations, with emphasis 
on taking advantage of all 
exclusions and 
deductions 
legally due you.

You must file a 1968 in­ 
come tax return if you are 
under 65 and had at least 
$600 in gross taxable income 
last year. 
If you were 65 or older by 
Jan. 1, 1969, you must file a 
return if gross taxable in­ 
come for last year was $1,200 
or more. 
Three types of returns are 
available. The use of one is 
restricted by income lim ita­ 
tions. The choice of either of

the other two is dictated by 
your election to itemize your 
deductions, or to settle for 
an alternative method. 
The three types are: 
• 1040-A, 
the 
“ quickie” 
punched-card t y p e f o r m 
which may be used if income 
was less than $10,000 and 
consisted solely of wages 
shown on W-2 slips with a 
total of not more than $200 
in income from other wages, 
dividends and interest. You 
cannot use this form if you 
had any capital gains or 


losses, rental, royalty, pen­ 
sion income, or self-employ­ 
ment income. 
If you use this form you 
get no opportunity to itemize 
your deductions and you lose 
c e r t a i n benefits available 
only on a Form 1040, such 
as business expenses, sick 
pay and moving expenses, or 
a retirement income credit. 
The form is ideal, how­ 
ever, 
for 
students 
whose 
total income for 1968 was 
less than $900; 
unmarried 
persons with a minimum of 
allowable deductions; young 
married couples who are not 
homeowners and who have 
no 
extraordinary 
medical, 
contributions or educational 
deductions; anyone (includ­ 
ing a couple filing a joint re­ 
turn) whose total income is 
less than $10,000 and whose 
itemized deductions would 
not exceed 10 per cent of 
their income. 
If your total income is less 
than $5,000 and you use this 
form you may either deter­ 
mine the tax yourself by 
using the a u t o m a t i c tax 
tables or you may have IR S 
do it for you. If total income 
is $5,000 or more, you must 
compute the tax yourself. 


• Form 1040 with itemized 
deductions. This presents the 
greater opportunity for tax 
saving and w ill be the type 
upon which this series and 
the “ Cut Your Own Taxes” 
book for 1969 concentrates 
its greatest attention. 
• Form 1040 with these 
two options: 
1. Instead of itemizing de­ 
ductions claim instead 10 


per cent total adjusted gross 
income, or $1,000, whichever 
is lesser. 
2. Instead of itemizing de­ 
ductions take the minimum 
standard deduction w h i c h 
permits a deduction amount­ 
ing to $100 for each exemp­ 
tion claimed on the return 
plus an a d d i t i o n a l $2(X). 
(The final addition is only 
$100 for married persons fil­ 
ing separate returns.) 
The maximum permitted 
under either alternative for 
married persons filing sepa­ 
rately is $500.

Election Reform Still Goal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite defeat of an effort to 
change the vote of a maverick 
presidenUal elector, many con­ 
gressmen remain hopeful for 
some electoral reform this year. 
“ Electoral reform is inevita­ 
ble in the first session of the 
91st Congress,” Senate Minority 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen said 
Monday after the resolution was 
defeated 229 to 169 in the House 
and 58 to 33 in the Senate. 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, who cosponsored the res­ 
olution with Rep 
James G. 
O’Hara, D-Mich., said the de­ 
bate did not reassure him of 
chances for specific change. 
But, he told a news confer­ 
ence, “ I’m hopeful despite my 
pessimism.” 


O’Hara said he thought Mon­ 
day’s debate ultimately would 
help promote reform. 
“ This demonstrates the need 
for reform of the electoral sys­ 
tem,” said O’Hara, who an­ 
nounced he will shortly intro­ 
duce a proposed constitutional 
amendment. He did not say 
what reforms it will embody, 
but he is on record in favor of 
direcT presidential elections. 
The resolution was propmpted 
by Dr. Lloyd W. Bailey of 
Rocky Mount, N.C., who voted 
for 
George 
Wallace, 
even 
though President-elect Nixon 
carried the state. Only rarely 
has an elector voted counter to 
the popular vote in his state.

George Romney, who is joining 
President-elect Nixon’s Cabinet, 
urged Monday night that Michi­ 
gan 
private 
and 
parochial 
schools 
consider 
abandoning 
secular education. 
“ I don’t want the parochial 
schools closed,” Romney told a 
reporter after his televised fare­ 
well address. He is resigning 
later this month to become U.S. 
secretary of housing and urban 
development. 
Parochial schools should be 
“ evaluated,” Romney said. “ I 
think they should look to having 
class in the afternoons like the 
Jewish Hebrew schools.” 
In his speech, Romney said; 
“ I suggest we seriously consider 
whether it would not be more 
desirable to leave secular edu­ 
cation to the state, with church­ 
es—all the churches—concen­ 
trating on expanding religious 
and moral instruction. 
“ Once we start down the road 
of state aid to private and paro­ 
chial schools, it would only be a 
matter of time before they were 
getting as much aid as public 
schools.” 
In the last legislative session, 
bills calling for grants of as 
much as $150 to parents for 
each child attending private or 
parochial 
school 
remained 
locked in House and Senate Ed­ 
ucation committees.

Auxiliary Bishop Thomas J. 
Gumbleton said, “ The fact to be 
faced is that all schools, both 
public and private, are caught 
in a financial squeeze.” 
“ I’m shocked and astonished 
that a man in high public office 
would make such a suggestion,” 
said Dr. John F. Choitz, presi­ 
dent of the Michigan Associa­ 
tion of Nonpublic Schools. “ It 
directly contradicts a statement 
by President-elect Nixon on Oc't. 
28 in which he said, 'There Ls a 
significant role for religious-af­ 
filiated schools in the future of 
our country” 
Romney also suggested in his 
speech that schcxils in meiropol- 
itan areas pool funds from pro­ 
perty taxes and make more eq­ 
uitable distribution The richest 
district in the Detroit area. 
Romney said, has $55,200 in 


state equalized property valua­ 
tion behind each child, but the 
poorest has only $5,300. 
“ The state should not pay for 
much more than 50 per cent of 
the cost of local education if we 
are to retain needed local inter­ 
est and effective local control of 
eudcation,” Romney said.

Senate debated the challenge 
separately. 
They reconvened the joint ses­ 
sion again in the House cham­ 
ber after defeating the resolu­ 
tion and heard results an­ 
nounced as Nixon 301, Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
191 and Wallace 46. 
Although the resolution failed, 
many who voted against it 
spoke in favor of a reform. 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., opposed the resolution 
but said the fact that “ such an 
inequity could occur provides a 
compelling argument” for elec­ 
toral reform. 
Muskie noted that despite the 
sentiment for reform, the diffi­ 
culty lies in getting agreement 
on a specific reform. He said 
about 500 proposals have died in 
Congress. 
The man who started it all- 
Bailey—said he was “ delighted 
Congress had the courage and 
integrity to uphold the Constitu­ 
tion and their oath of office.” 
“ The most vital point in the 
whole issue is that if the Elec­ 
toral College is now abolished 
we will have a pure democracy 
and no democracy in history 
has survived.” said the Rocky 
Mount, N.C., eye specialist. 
He said he favored a change 
in the system to have electors 
vote as their districts voted.

The annals of science are replete with 
ex amples of the selfless dedication of 
indiv idual researchers in the nev er-ending 
struggle to push back the frontiers of the 
unknown. 
Add now the name and claim of Salim 
Ibrahim, who, after 18 months of diligent 
inv estigation in an area that theretofore 
had been a v irtual terra incognita to man, 
has produced a 51-page technical report 
dealing with “ the mechanics of form- 
persuasiv e garments.” 
“ Form-persuasiv e” 
garments 
are 
a 
relativ ely new ty pe of feminine body 
armor made with sy nthetic elastic fibers, 
intermediate between conv entional high- 
support foundations and wispy stretch 
apparel. 
Ibrahim, an engineering associate in Du 
Font’s Tex tile Fibers Dept., modestly 
acknowledges that his research represents, 
as far as is known, “ the first definitiv e 
laboratory study made of the dy namic 
forces at work when woman dons a 
foundation garment.’’ 
As any one might guess, those are some 
forces. And that’s just the trouble — 
ev ery one has been guessing up to now. A 
foundation 
garment 
designer, 
say s 
Ibrahim, has been like a baseball play er 
who fires a mean curv e ball but has little 
ex act knowledge of the phy sical forces that 
create the phenomenon. 
An ex ample of the ex act knowledge he 
has now giv en us is a mathematical 
ex pression for determining the minimum 
lev el of the horizontal component of 


anisotropic (one-way ) stretch needed in 
garments for a giv en hip size. 
Other 
functional 
aspects 
of 
form- 
persuasiv e garments were measured with 
the aid of thi'ee mechanical dev ices 
dev eloped for the study — a pressure 
indicator, 
a 
contour 
meter 
and 
an 
accelerometer. 
The latter was used to inv estigate a 
phenomenon that observ ers in the field 
hav e alway s considered one of nature’s 
most amazing. Acx ’elerometer probes were 
attached to subjec*ts to measure seat 
v ibration during standard fast-walking 
ex ercises, 
or 
in 
lay man’s 
terms, 
to 
measure the rate of “ jiggle in the wiggle.” 


Clad in garments that ex erted little or no 
pressure, 
subjects 
dev eloped 
seat 
accelerations of from 4.0 to 8 .1 g while 
walking. (The latter figure equals or 
ex ceeds 
the 
“ g” 
or 
grav ity 
forces 
ex perienced by astronauts at blastoff or by 
airplane test pilots in high-speed pull- 
outs.) 


H igh-support 
ga rm ents 
reduced 
acceleration to a lev el of 1.2 to 2.5 g. Form- 
persuasiv e garments compared fav orably 
at 1.5 to 3.2 g. 
Now that this is known, what worlds are

W a shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Near East Crisis Eroding to War

WASHINGTON — Thanks to the changing of 
horses in Washington’s midstream, another full- 
scale war could well break in the Near East. If so, 
the prox imity of the American and Russian fleet 
makes the area as dangerous as a pack mule 
strapped with dy namite wandering loose in a mine 
field. 
Howev er, the J ohnson administration has only 
two weeks in which to carry out any policy it starts, 
while the Nix on administration sits on the sidebnes 
waiting to take ov er. 
Earlier, attempts at cooperation between the two 
men were pobte but not too satisfactory . When the 
President discussed with Nix on a summit meeting 
with Premier Kosy gin of Russia, the President-elect 
threw cold water on the idea. Later, to make sure 
that J ohnson did not go ahead with the summit 
meeting any way , Nix on sent secret word to the 
Russians that he was against the meeting. So rather 
than get off on the wrong foot with the new 
administration, the Russians politely sidetracked 
J ohnson’s feelers. 
More recently , the President-elect y ielded to the 
pressure of Max Fisher of Detroit, one of his biggest 
campaign contributors, and made an ex ception to 
his no-foreign-talks rule by seeing Gen. Moshe 
Day an, the one-ey ed Israeli Minister of Defense. 
This put Amir Abbass Hov ey da, Prime Minister of 
Iran, a much bigger country and one ex tremely 
friendly to the United States, in an embarrassing 
position in the Moslem world. He had asked for an 
interv iew with Nix on and been turned down. 
All this came at a time when the rapidly eroding 
situation in the Near East is likely to ex plode into 
war. 
—An “ Imposed” P ea ce- 
Most Near East ex perts, including American, 
Sov iet and Arab, beUev e that war can only be 
av erted by an “ imposed” peace In other words, the 
two big powers must force Israel and the Arab 
belUgerents to the conference table. 
Significantly , Arab leaders hav e conv ey ed priv ate 
word to the United States and Russia that they 
would welcome an impeded peace 
Their own 
populations hav e become too v olatile and too bitter, 
especially after the Israeli raid on the Beirut airport, 
to enter a peace discussion without being forced into 
it by the two major powers — Russia which supplies 
arms to the UAR, and the United States which has 
just agreed to sell 50 Phantom jets to Israel. 
Howev er, the Israebs remember the UN peace 
terms imposed upon them at ELsenhower’s initiativ e 
after the 19 56 war, and are suspicious of a repeat 
performance. Eisenhower picked up the trans- 
AUantic telephone and in barrack-room language 
told Prime Minister Anthony P^den that he had to 
get British troops out of Suez. He was so tough that 
Eden became ill, and resigned shortly thereafter. 
Ike was almost as tough with the P'rench. 
Compared to Eisenhower, President J ohnson has 


been like an indulgent father slapping a way ward 
child on the wrist. He has used no tough tactics on 
either the Israebs or the Arabs. 
Meanwhile, the situation daily drifts closer to war. 
—New Arab Bitterness- 
Following the raid on the Beirut airport, the 
Israebs are forced to reinforce their Lebanon 
border. Prev iously this was not a military worry . 
Lebanon had used its own army to arrest terrorists 
try ing to disrupt Lebanese- Israeli relations. The 
border between Lebanon and Sy ria is wild and 
mountainous, somewhat bke the border between 
South Vietnam and its neighbors. Sy rian terrorists 
constantly sneak across. Prev iously , howev er, the 
Lebanese army did its best to prev ent infiltration. 
Last week, on the other hand, Sov iet-built rocket 
launchers were being fired by terrorists from 
Lebanese soil, into nearby Israeli towns. They had 
nev er before been permitted to use Lebanese bases. 
Things are sure to get worse. The Arab popular 
front whose terrorists attacked the El A1 airplane in 
Athens, is holding a strategy meeting in Cairo J an. 
17. three day s before Nix on takes office, to decide 
on further retaliation for Israel’s raid on Beirut. 
—Isolating the USA— 
What the United States faces in the Near East is a 
v ery significant two-way mov e by Israel and Sov iet 
diplomats toward isolating the United States from 
the Arabs. It is: 
1. A push by the Russians to keep the United 
States from resuming diplomatic relations with 
Egy pt and other Arab nations. 
2. A mov e by Israeli diplomats to push the Arab 
natioas further toward Russia, apparently with the 
idea that this tightens the bond between Washington 
and J erusalem. 
Push No. 1 is reported to be why P'oreign Minister 
Andrei Gromy ko was in Cairo last month. He took 
with 
him 
Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vladimir 
Semy onov , an ex pert on American Affairs, to help 
persuade F^resident Nasser he should be in no hurry 
to resume diplomatic relations with FTesident 
Nix on. Nix on had v isited Cairo in 19 6 3, had a 
friendly talk with Nasser; and it’s reported Nasser 
leaas toward patching up relations with the Nix on 
administration. 
The Russians, howev er, don't want the United 
States to win back any influence in the Arab world. 
At present, and since the J une 19 6 7 war, we are 
without ambassadors in six Arab nations. 
Meanwhile, in push No. 2, Israel has ordered its 
ambassador in Washington, the able Yitzhak Rabin, 
to try to sidetrack any resumption of American- 
Egy ptian relatioas. 
This Ls not a unanimous Israeli v iewpoint, 
howev er. It Ls not shared by Gen. Moshe Day an, who 
feels that Nix on might hav e a moderating influence 
on Nasser. Nev ertheless, the general Israeli push to 
harden relatioas between the United States and 
Russia continues. 
These are some of the complex ities of the Near 
East imbroglio. It s ex tremely complicated and 
much too dangerous to allow to drift.

A pt*asion may or may not be tax able depending 
on whether a person has contributed to its cost. If 
the peasion plan is of a ty pe where the peasioner’s 
cost Is recov erable in the first three y ears, the 
pension is tax -free until this cost is fully rec‘ov ered 
After that, the peasion Is tax able income. 
Another prov ision benefitting policemen and 
other retired persoas Is the retirement income 
credit. When certain conditions are met, this 
prov ision allows a tax pay er to reduce his income tax 
by up to 15 per cent of his retirement irK ome to the 
ex tent of $1,524, or a husband and wife, under 
certain circumstances, up to $2,28 6 .

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The grea t cha llenges, the driv ing, unify ing force of pur­ 
pose which countless troubled, rebellious Am erica ns seem 
to be groping for, will either be found within the bounds of 
this esta blished, highly com plex society —or they likely will 
not be found at all. 
The Dom estic bomb-throwers are not going to blow this 
society off the earth. Ev en if they could, they would in­ 
sta ntly learn that they would ha v e to rebuild a structure 
v ery m uch like it—ex cept that they would be a long tim e 
acquiring the necessa ry com petence. 
Obv iously , there are m a ny gra v e shortcom ings in this 
present society and a long string of fa ilures to go with its 
successes. One does not ha v e to be under 30 to be both 
a wa re and concerned about these problem s. 
In this tim e of telev ision, they are highly v isible to m ost 
Am erica ns and tha t helps to a ccount for the a cuteness of 
the responses we a re w itnessing and hearing a lm ost daily . 
Indeed, one of the m ost interesting a spects of the phe­ 
nomenon is the com m on thread of discontent running 
through the U.S. spectrum from the ra dica ls of the left to 
the m a jor middle-ground pa rties and thence to the ra dica ls 
of the right. 
They a re all, in one w a y or another, unhappy at the too- 
bigness of things in the A m erica of 19 6 9 . 
On the far right, m a ny plea d for relea se from the gra sp 
of big gov ernm ent, big business and big labor and indica te 
they wa nt to be left alone at the loca l lev el, ba sica lly to do 
nothing. 
On the ex trem e left, the plea s a re m uch the sa m e, but 
with the wish to be left a lone to cha nge things nea rly ev ery 
day . 
In the la rge a rea s between, the two pa rties who inhabit 
the zone a re in surprising a greem ent—though often they 
concea l it in their effort to keep their sepa ra te politica l 
identities—that bigness ha s gotten out of hand and trends 
a w a y from it m ust be put in motion. 
Fa ith in sweeping program s ha s dim inished a s the rec­ 
ord indica tes begin and a ga in the difficulty of m a king them 
work. Solutions like urban renew a l, which sound so a dm ir­ 
a ble on first notice, often seem to crea te more problem s 
than they solv e. 
To see gov ernm ent at v a rious lev els pay huge sum s for 
progra m s that do work is tough enough for som e A m eri­ 
ca ns to digest. To pay for giga ntic fa ilures is a lm ost un­ 
bea ra ble for m a ny . 
The cha llenges clea rly do not lie in doing a w a y a lto­ 
gether with a bigness which is an inesca pa ble a ccom pa ni­ 
m ent of a country with 2(X) m illion people which soon will 
ha v e 3(X) m illion. 
The cha llenges m ust be found by inv enting more effec­ 
tiv e and more econom ica l and more human w a y s of getting 
a t the problem s which can be sum m ed up under the hea d­ 
ing “ urban turm oil.” 
F'or insta nce, the public high schools and colleges today 
are torn by ra cia l strife, am ong other things. Are there 
any pla ces at a ll where this problem has been solv ed?. If 
so, where and how? The successful approa ches used ca rry 
a m essa ge the whole nation should know. Only human in­ 
v entiv eness at close ra nge, founded in a real gra sp of 
human m otiv a tions, can break the bigness down into work­ 
able a rea s of a ccom m oda tion in liv ing. 
Multiply this one trouble a rea by the hundreds and 
thousands and y ou hav e the m osa ic portrait of the nation. 
If any one responds by sa y ing it is just too much and we 
m ust sweep it a ll a way , he is sim ply begging off. He is 
ducking the cha llenges which could giv e him purpose. 
Unanswered still, of course, is the question of what men 
and institutions—in a tim e when fa m ily and school and 
church ha v e all fa ltered—will lead Am erica ns of all a ges 
to see where the new tests are for them and inspire them 
to rise to m eet the burdens they impose.

DENTAL HEALTH 


Ch ewin g Hab its 


Stren g th en T eeth

In a recent talk to the dental staff of a large 
eastern medical center. Dr. H. H. Neumann, an 
inv estigator of the causes of dental decay , made the 
claim that the only constant factor he found among 
the many decay -free nativ e tribes in the islands of 
the South Pacific and other parts of the world was 
“ compression stress” These tribes, with little or no 
tooth decay , had in their diets foodi that required 
chewing pressures of 50 to 100 pounds per square 
inch. 
He believ es that race, heredity , climate and 
mouth cleanliness hav e little or no influence on the 
incidence of dental decay . Also, ov errated are 
nutrition, v itamins, proteins, calcium and milk. 
Some nativ es nev er see milk. 
Dr. Neumann makes the point that teeth are 
highly 
insensitiv e 
to 
change 
in 
diet 
or 
to 
phy siological conditions, such as pregnancy , or to 
general diseases. Many people in India die of 
malnutrition and y et hav e perfect teeth. Many 
people are born with or dev elop deficiency diseases 
and y et hav e perfect teeth. Many people liv e in 
fluoride-free areas of the world and hav e perfect 
teeth 
He hastens to add though that he is in fav or of 
fluoridation of drinking water bec'ause it’s an 
ex cellent public health measure for prev ention of 
decay in our society . 
What about carbohy drates, the oft-mentioned 
culprit? Many nativ es with perfect teeth liv e on 
diets loaded with highly concentrated sugars. The 
Bedouins chew dates and figs; many tribes in the 
Philippines chew sugar cane. They hav e perfect 
teeth. 
Is it because only refined sugars cause decay ? He 
said no — it has nev er been positiv ely shown that 
only refined sugars trigger decay . Is it because the 
tough foods the nativ es eat act as detergents and 
cleanse teeth? Not so, he continued. Nativ es hav e 
dirty teeth. 
The only positiv e correlation he could find among 
;all peoples he and his research team studied was the 
“ load factor” 
Dr. 
Neumann 
c a l l s 
this 
p h e n o m e n o n 
“ phy siological resistaix ’e.” “ Work hardens,’’ he 
say s, and likeas it to an oarsman whose hands 
bec’ome calloused and tough from constant use. 
Dr. Neumann has started a pilot project with 5- 
y ear-olds. These kids are giv en tough, hard foods to 
chew during mid-morning snack at school; things 
like hard rolls, chick peas, sugar cane and St J ohn’s 
bread. 
Let’s wait and see what happens.

More W age Increases 
Are Certain in 1969

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
coming year appears likely to 
duplicate 1968 in one respect: 
Wage increases are going to lx‘ 
large. 
Negotiations 
already 
completed make this a certain­ 
ty. But some of the increase will 
be an illusion. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ports that major collective bar­ 
gaining agreements last year 
provided median increases of 
6.6 per cent in wages and bene­ 
fits. And these same contracts, 
in some instances, cover 1969 
also. 
However, 
almost 
matching 
some wage increases is the 
strongest inflationary surge in 
17 years, about 4.7 per cent for 
1968. In fact, at one point last 
fall consumer prices were soar­ 
ing at an annual rate of more 
than 7 per cent. 
The dazzling gains, therefore, 
were partly the blinding reflec­ 
tion of inflation; as wages rose 
beyond productivity increases, 
prices also went up—the very 
prices workers must pay in or­ 
der to live. 
To put it another way, infla­ 
tion is a merry-go-round in 
which no horse advances on the 
other. F"or the rider to believe 
he can gain anything but a little 
height advantage from time to 
time makes him a dreamer. To 
believe that he can win the race 
marks him as a fool. 
Despite much talk about how' 
wages have eaten into profits 
and prices into wages, the rela­ 
tive power of worker and em­ 
ployer 
hasn’t 
changed 
that 
much in recent years.

A Month of Good Ne ws

On Christmas Eve in the y ear 
19 68 there was a strange object 
in the skies and three brave 
men were making a new kind of 
historv' by underbiking the most 
daring and risky space adven­ 
ture ever. 
They were Air F orce Col. 
Frank 
Borman. 
Navy 
Capt. 
Jam es A 
Lovell Jr. and Air 
Force Maj. William A. Anders 
—the crew of Apollo 8 —orbiting 
the moon as the highlight of a 
fantastic six -day journey . 
The astronauts left the earth's 
sphere of gravitational influence 
to become the first hum ans ever 
to enter the m oon's gravity 
field. After 10 lunar orbits they 
headed in their spacecraft back 
earthward to a safe on-Uirget 
splashdown in the F’acific Dec. 
27 and to a heroes' welcome. 
There was more good news 
for the United States in D ecem ­ 
ber. 
The 8 2 surviving crew 
mem bers of the F’ueblo were 
back in their own country - for 
Christmas after being released 
by the North Koreans who had 
seized them and their intelli­ 
gence ship off the N orth Korean 
Coast ex actly 10 m onths before. 
To obtain freedom for the 
prisoners, the U.S. government 
signed a docum ent-^w hich it 
immediately term ed false—of 
“ solemn apology " to the North 
Koreans, who kept the vessel. 
Also holding holiday reunions 
with their families were 11 
American soldiers freed after 


five m onths as CambiKiian pris­ 
oners They were captured last 
July w hen their river boat al­ 
legedly stray ed into ('am bodian 
w aters from South V ietnam. 
E arlier in the m onth, as the 
season of good will toward m en 
approached, ex panded Vietnam 
peace talks were getting off to a 
slow sUirt in F\» ris after Vice 
President Nguy en C'ao Ky of 
South Vietnam arrived, leading 
a delegation pledged to peace 
without surrender. 
F^renegotiation diplom atic m a ­ 
neuvers hit an im m ediate snag 
in a high-level hassle over the 
shape of the conference table 
The 
Com m unists 
insisted 
it 
should be round to indicate 
eq ual status of the four delega­ 
tions—the United States, Saigon. 
Hanoi and the Viet Cong's N a­ 
tional laberation P'ront 
Saigon and Washington, on 
the other hand, saw it as a two- 
sided confrontation between the 
allies and the Com m unists, and 
their proposal for the bilks' s e t­ 
ting was a two-sided arrange­ 
ment to avoid recognizing the 
NLP' as a separate entity . 
Hong Kong flu, a new variant 
of the influenza virus, m ade its 
way across the F’acific and by 
m id-December 
the 
National 
Com municable F)isease C enter 
in .Atlanta reported the nation 
was at the beginning of an epi­ 
demic, with the peak ex pected 
about mid-Januar\'. 
Its effects were widespread. 
Many schools and colleges w ere 
closed well in advance of the 


Christmas holiday s and absen­ 
teeism in busine.ss and industiy - 
was high
